Century of service 


Pastor, editor mark 
50 years as priests

“You are a priest forever, in the line of 
Melchizedek,”’ sang the priests and congre- 
gation at Mass last weekend. But in St. 
Francis de Sales church, Riverside, and the 
Immaculata, San Diego, the responsorial 
psalm had a special significance. 


TWO MONSIGNORS, together witnessing 
to 100 years of ordained service, were feted 
by their priestly and lay friends. 


Msgr. Peter Lynch, for 40 years pastor of 
St. Francis de Sales, saw his church filled to 
capacity Saturday with more than 50 priests 
on the altar, concelebrating the Mass with a 
cardinal, an archbishop and three bishops. 


Msgr. James O’Shea, for 33 years editor of 
the Southern Cross, whose ‘‘parish’’ was the 
entire diocese, was joined by nearly 50 
priests and Bishop Leo T. Maher Sunday in a 
ceremony at the Immaculata which spoke 
volumes for the brotherhood of the 
priesthood. 


The feast of Corpus Christi, celebrated at 
both Masses, was eloquent in remembrances 
of what the priesthood means, from the first 
reading about Melchizedek to the very priest- 
hood of Christ in the Eucharist. 

ARCHBISHOP JOHN QUINN, who re- 
ceived his first Communion at the hands of 
Msgr. Lynch, spoke in his homily of the 
“happy convergence which underlies the 
mystery of the Eucharist and the mystery of 
the priesthood.”’ 


‘“Priesthood, like the Eucharist,’’ he said, 
“is a covenant sacrifice, sealed irrevocably 
by the blood of Christ. 


“‘Jesus had to struggle to fulfill the will of 
the Father, and the priest, too, must struggle 
to fulfill his own priesthood,”’ said the former 
auxiliary, bishop of San Diego, now 
Archbishop of Oklahoma. ; 

CARDINAL TIMOTHY MANNING, arch- 
bishop of Los Angeles, our own Bishop 
Maher, Bishop William Johnson, auxiliary of 
Los Angeles, and Bishop-elect Gilbert 
Chavez were principal concelebrants with 
Msgr. Lynch, and his longtime friend and 
long-serving pastor of Coronado, Msgr. John 
Purcell. 


“You are a priest forever...”’ sang the 
assemblies in both churches. And Msgr. 


‘Donald Doxie, in the Immaculata spoke in 


eloquent terms of the priesthood of Msgr. 
O’Shea, devoted largely to a post he never 
sought, a post he filled with distinction—as 
editor of the Catholic newspaper. 


“He put his heart and soul into the 
production of the Southern Cross,’ said 
Msgr. Doxie, who was chancellor of the 
diocese during much of Msgr. O’Shea’s 
period as editor. ‘‘The growth and 
pre-eminence of the paper is acknowledged 
even outside the diocese,’’ he said. ‘‘He is an 
example of a life given totally to the service of 
God.”’ 

AND WHAT CAN TWO monsignors say, 
in reply to such an outpouring of esteem? In 
voices choked with emotion, both spoke of 
full hearts, of gratitude, and of love of God 
and man. ‘‘I don’t regret one moment of my 
50 years as a priest,’ said Msgr.. Lynch.

The profile of courage 


You really cannot help gazing in some wonder at the 
small, frail, animated, gesticulating figure. The drooping 
eyelids, scarcely covering startling, staring eyes, the 
prominent nose—Cardinal Joseph Mindszenty is, as 
Bishop Maher said, ‘‘the profile of courage.’’ The 
cardinal’s day in our diocese last week was busy, utterly 
‘mocking his 82 years. 


“““His very name means freedom,’’ said our bishop at a 
welcoming lunch. ‘‘He belongs to history, for his deeds, 


to the future, for: his inspiration and to the present as a - 


symbol of stability.’’ 


Mayor Pete Wilson, who presented the cardinal with 
the official key to the city of San Diego, is an unusually 
busy man. But he was so intrigued by the red-sashed 
extraordinary figure of a freedom fighter, that he sat 
through the press conference, just to watch. ‘’l find him 
a very inspiring person,’’ he whispered to me, as the 
cardinal fielded questions through his priest-interpreter- 
secretary, Msgr. Tibor Meszaros. 

Though he speaks English with a slight, gentle intona- 
tion, Cardinal Mindszenty told pressmen that he would 
take questions through his interpreter and reply in

Hungarian. Of course, that gives him more time to 
formulate a reply—particularly as he could probably 
understand the question in English. He left some report- 
ers with pencils poised, when, instead of replying h 
said: .‘‘Read it in my memoirs.’’ 3 


Women wept at the airport at the joy of seeing again 
the priest who had been their leader in Hungary in those 
far-off days when nobody knew what the future held. He 
was their primate, later to spend 15 years. in the 
protective custody of the American embassy in 
Budapest. 


Right to life plus 


Right to Life activists and various pro-life lobbies must 
be congratulated on their vigilance and diligence over 
abortion, but there are other aspects of respect for life 
which also cry for attention. Starvation in underdevelop- 
ed countries, children dying of malnutrition in our urban 
ghettos, the thirst for revenge in support of capital 
punishment, and the Saturday night shoot-out with a 
handgun. Hopefully we will be equally vigilant and 
diligent in campaigns against these violations of our 
right to life. 


Recently the first president of the National Right to 
Life Committee, Edward Golden, said that if this 
committee were to get into these other areas of concern 
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they would ‘‘dilute their strength. Not everyone shares 
opinions on five or six different issues such as capital 
punishment and war,”’ he said. That is true. But respect 
for life and protection of the right to life is imperative 
from conception onwards, through adulthood and 
beyond. 


Constitutional amendment 


A survey recently conducted through the magazine 
U.S. Catholic reveals that while 90 per cent of those 
Catholics polled agree that human life begins at 
conception, only 33 per cent oppose abortions regardless 
of the circumstances. The survey, taken of a sampling of 
the magazine’s readers, was based on an article by 
Bishop Walter Curtis of Bridgeport, Conn., taking a 
strong stand for a right to life amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 


As one who can find no ground whatever for abortion, | 
am surprised that these readers justified abortion to save 
the mother’s life (50 per cent), in rape and incest (34 per 
cent), abnormalities in the fetus (13 per cent) and 
psychological hardships (8 per cent). Yet when asked if 


one can remain a Catholic and support abortion, 64 per’ 


cent said ‘‘No,’’ and 29 per cent said ‘‘Yes.’’

Editorial 


Law and values 


It has become a cliche to say that one 
cannot legislate virtue into existence; that one 
cannot produce moral values by force. This is a 
half-truth, and the more influential and popular 
half is the half that is not true. 


Of course, one cannot create moral 
conviction by law. But one can protect and 
support it by law. This is done all the time, as ° 
our.laws in support of freedom of speech, in 
restraint of violence and injustice will attest. 


Of course one cannot produce values by 
law. But it must be observed that we are 
experiencing attempts to permit and perhaps 
produce their widespread extinction by law. 


People who say we cannot legislate 
morality would be the very first to protest if we 
applied it literally in, for example, the area of 
justice. Justice is a moral value. We cannot 
legislate justice into existence. 


But who would argue that our social 
legislation represents an undue intrusion of law 


- into the sphere of conscience? 


Whatever measure of justice we have in 
our society is due not, alas, to moral conviction 
and conscience alone. Nor is it due to law alone. 
It is due to the support and protection of . 
conscience by law.

The protection of 

personal rights is 

a necessary condition for 

the active participation of 
citizens whether as individuals 
or collectively, in the life and 
government of the state. 


As Israel grew religiously the indi- 
vidual emerged as the center of 
responsibility: ‘‘Fathers may not be 
put to death for their sons, nor sons 
for fathers. Each is to be put to death 
for his own sin.’’ [Deuteronomy 24:16] 
This is further emphasized in Ezekiel 
14:10-20 where God says through the 
prophet that those of integrity would 
be spared the Divine punishment due 
the nation. 


But while the individual was being 
held increasingly responsible for his 
own actions, he was also being held 
responsible for his neighbor. While 
his vertical relationship with God was 
intensifying, his horizontal relation- 
ship with his brother was deepening 
and broadening: 


“Yahweh asked Cain, ‘Where is 
your brother Abel?’ ‘I do not know’ he 
replied. ‘Am | my brother’s guardi- 


an?’ ’’ [Genesis 4:9+] Jesus pushes 
the point further: ‘‘I tell you solemnly, 
in so far as you neglected to do this to 
one of the least of these you neglected 
to do it to me.’’ [Matthew 25:45] 


' As long as there is one brother 
unjustly suffering we are not inno- 
cent. There is no place in God’s 
kingdom where we can hide from 
injustices to a fellow creature. We 
cannot even hide behind our legal, 
moral ‘‘innocence.’’ That we are 
responsible for our convictions and 
sincere in our acts is not enough. 
Politics may be a dirty business but no 
one is excused from civic, social 
responsibility.

CPA finds ‘Wanderer’ guilty of violation 


ST. PAUL, (NC)—The 
Wanderer, a conservative 
national Catholic weekly 
published here, has been 
found in violation of the 
Catholic Press Association 
(CPA) Fair Publishing Prac- 
tices Code. 


The Wanderer, the CPA 
said, violated the code in two 
ways: 


—It published a series of 
articles in 1972, ‘‘Notes on a 
Schism in Michigan,’’ which 
said in part that ‘‘there is a 
good deal-of evidence’’ for 
the view that Cardinal John 


Dearden of. Detroit ‘‘is a 
major heretic.’’ 


—In 1970 and 1971 it 
printed numerous newstories 
from the National Catholic 
News Service without NC 
permission, without proper 
acknowledgment or accredi- 
tation, and without payment. 


ALTHOUGH THE reports 
of the CPA’s Fair Publishing 
Practices Code Committee 
had not yet been published, 
The Wanderer, in a lengthy 
editorial here, printed the 
CPA’s letter notifying the 
paper of its findings. 


In his editorial Wanderer 
editor Al Matt Jr., admitted 
he had probably technically 
violated the code by publish- 
ing NC material but said that 


in the manner it was done it. 


did not seem unethical. He 
denied any wrongdoing in 
publishing the three 1972 
articles, ‘‘Notes on a Schism 
in Michigan,’’ written by 
Farley Clinton. 

In addition, Matt question- 
ed the objectivity of the CPA 
Fair Publishing Practices

More than 2,000 persons who came to pay 
tribute to an 82-year-old cardinal persecuted for 
his faith were urged to remain steadfast in their 
Catholic beliefs and build Christian communi- 
ties through work, prayer and penance. 


Cardinal Jozsef Mindszenty, spiritual leader 


of the Church in Hungary for 29 years, spoke at 
a. concelebrated Mass in Our Lady of Grace 


church, El Cajon. 


““WE HAVE TO help each other to find our 
salvation in the Lord,” he told the packed 
congregation, speaking in Hungarian and 
through an interpreter. 


“‘l urge you not to neglect your every day 
prayers, even if they are very short,’’ he said. 
“Attend Sunday Mass—we have to be together 
to express our faith in the Lord, in a Christian 
community...praying together. 


“Look for help and strength in the sacra- 
ments...do penance...receive the Holy Body of 
Christ which is the main sign of his presence. ’’ 


ADDRESSING himself particularly. to the 
many Hungarians in the congregation, Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty urged them to cling to their 
national heritage and to educate their children 
to love and take care of the aging. 


The Mass was concelebrated by the cardinal, 
Bishop: Leo T. Maher and 10° other priests.

Set thou a seal... 


As women will, we were talking...about 
seals, stamps and signatures, and the 
symbolic significance of seals in scripture 
—and in the process abandoning our- 
selves to an_ accidental abundance of 
alliteration! 


Signet rings, as we know them today, 
are modifications of the ancient seals worn 
by men of wealth and position from early 
historical times. Those seals were usually 
cryptograms depicting the identity of the 
wearer—a. symbol of his person ‘and his 
authority. 


SEALS, LIKE signatures, have for 
centuries been used to validate documents 
and letters, or to ensure that confidential 
contents are not disclosed to the 
unauthorized persons. In this sense we 
still refer to the ‘‘seal’’ of the 
confessional. 


For the Jews of the Old Testament, the 
seal attested to the authenticity of a 
contract or agreement—a covenant. It also 
marked a state of belonging and owner- 
ship. Like a brand, it. was a sign of special 
possession and protection. 


The seal of man’s covenant with God in 
the Old Testament was. circumcision. In 
Christianity, the blood of Christ and the 
power of the Holy Spirit wrought in depth 

“what circumcision had pre-figured. 


THE SEAL OF GOD is a poetic symbol 
of his authority over all creation and his 
adoption and protection of all his 
creatures. As people of God we are 
marked by his seal, the sign of his divine 
election and our human response. Once 
sealed, we face the obligation to continue 
in faithfulness to the covenant. 


In the Book of Job, the Lord shut up the 
stars ‘‘as it were under a seal;’’ the 
Canticle of Canticles sings ‘‘put me as a 
seal upon your arm...your heart;’’ the 
prophets speak of the ‘‘seal of remem- 
brance,’’ and urge the people to ‘‘seal 


-_up’’ the law, the vision, the book. 


- + HE WHO RECEIVES the testimony of 


Jesus, John the Baptist says, in the gospel 
of St. John, ‘sets his seal that God is 
true.” St.Paul speaks of the seal of 
apostleship and justice. The infinitely 
secret book of revelation could be open 
only by the one worthy to break the seven 
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seals—the lamb whose blood had been 
shed. 
The seal, the signature, the mark, are 


_ projections of the person—a way of 


making himself present even when 
absent. Like the ‘‘word of honor’’ which 
also represents a person in the profound- 
est way, the seal is the irrevocable and 
enduring assurance of personal approval 
and unity and lasting agreement. 

God’s covenant with man is no one- 
sided affair. It is a reciprocal relationship, 
with God offering all that he is and 
demanding of man all that he is. Once 
sealed in baptism, it is an inviolable 
commitment. 


WE EXTEND the parallel in relating 
Christ’s association with his Church to 
that of a man and his bride. Marriage too, 
is a reciprocal agreement, a. covenant 
between two people who offer each other 
all that they are, and seal their union with 
a symbolic giving and acceptance of’ 
symbolic rings. 


The union of Christ and his Church is 
sealed in the sacraments, so that in 
reception of the sacraments, Christians 
are even more strongly bonded, both as: 


individuals and as members of the 
Church. 


The wearing of a lapel pin or brooch 
bearing Christian insignia such as the 
cross, chiro or fish, is a popular 
contemporary expression of the seal. But 
announcing religious affiliation in this way 
is pointless, unless we also evidence 
Christian principles in our actions and 
attitudes. 


THE UNAUTHORIZED use of a 
signature is considered serious enough in 
society to be classified as a crime with 


legal penalties, and the use of Christian ~ 


symbols or insignia as decorative jewelry 
without an appreciation of all that they 
imply should, | think, also be: viewed 
seriously. 


We should not, | believe, tolerate 
Unjust, unkind or immoral behavior from a § 
person wearing the sign of a Christian. In 
a country where respect for the national 
flag is well understood and enforced, it 
should not be impossible to explain the 
need for respect and proper usage of 
symbols which are of profound signifi- 
cance to thousands of people.

Question: ; 

Whatever happened to the beautiful 
devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus? 
Perhaps our diocese could provide some 
intensive education and promotion in this 
area. 


This particular devotion has existed in 
varying forms from the days of the earliest 
Church Fathers. As Francois Charmot 
notes’ in The Sacred Heart and Modern 
Life: 

“The foundations of the devotion are 
not to be discovered in private revelations 
which are only of an historical—not a 
doctrinal—significance... Devotion to the 
Sacred Heart rests on a four-square 
doctrinal foundation: the theology of the 
Incarnation, the corpus of texts of sacred 


scripture containing the divinely inspired ° 


words on Christ’s love for man; papal 


ee 


documents; and the sacred liturgy.’’ 


Renewed ‘emphasis was asserted by 
Pope Puis XII in his encyclical on the 
Mystical Body where he gives as one of his 
reasons for writing it the fact that today ‘‘a 
more fervent devotion to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus has brought many souls to a 
deeper consideration of the unsearchable 
riches of Christ which are preserved in the 
Church.’’ And in 1956 he devoted another 
encyclical, Haurietis Aquas, to this 
subject. 

As far back as the 17th century the 
liturgical feast of the Sacred Heart (which 
is celebrated on June 21 this year) was 
observed in certain areas and finally 


entered the universal calendar for the 


Friday after the octave of Corpus Christi. 
When the revised Enchiridion or official 
collection of indulgences was issued in 
1968, the following prayers were retained:

—the act of reparation which begins,

Talking Point —Catholic campus? 


_ Is Jesus Christ al 


The University of San Diego has just cele- 
brated 25 years of existence. In that time it has 
changed from the separate institutions estab- 
lished for women and men by Mother Rosalie 
Hill, RSCJ, and Bishop Charles F. Buddy, into 


’ the merged structure of a lay administered 


campus dedicated to Catholic principles. 
Sister Agnes Murphy, faculty member, and 


-one of the remaining Religious of ‘the Sacred 


Heart on the campus, spoke to the faculty and 
alumnae on the anniversary of St. Madeleine 
Sophie Barat, and posed the question — whither 
USD in terms of Christ? This is an edited 
version of her remarks.

The Charter of the University of San Diego 
gave legal existence to what was still in 1949 
only a dream, a purpose, a plan. But the dream 


~ “came true. 


The Charter did not itself construct the 
buildings. The Charter did not plant and 
replant the patios and park, water the grass 
seedlings, and dig up the weeds that early 
manifested such a clinging fondness for our 
soil. 


THE CHARTER did not gather together a 
faculty, draw up a curriculum, and promptly 
obtain recognition from the accredited agen- 
cies. Nor did it teach the classes, wax the 
floors, and do the other housekeeping chores, 
and accomplish the daily miracle of continuing 
to be and continuing to ‘grow. 


No, the charter did none of these things. 
People did them. People poured into this 
institution their tears and smiles, their labor 
and their prayer, their lives and loves, their 
large and small tensions, their great and little 
ecstacies. 3 


BISHOP CHARLES Francis Buddy and 
Mother Rosalie Hill, with wide vision, intrepid 
courage, dauntless hope, and steadfastness of 
purpose brought this House of God, these halls 


of learning into being. 


Since then there have been enormous 
changes, even revolutionary ones. It is- not 
enough to say that these changes merely reflect 
the acceleration going on throughout the 
universe. and in the Church. It is also not 


“enough, indeed it is superficial, to say that not 


to change is to die. We know that change can be 
a destruction, a death. 


So let me pose a question, one | ask myself 
over and over again. It is a simple question. 


IS JESUS CHRIST alive upon this campus or 
is he dead? 


Is his name glorified here, honored, invoked, 
loved2 


Is there a climate here of Catholic 
Christianity where his words can be heard, 
where there are persons who invite others to 
listen, who can interpret the meaning of the 
words, who can lead others to answer his call. 


Does this academic community bear the 
marks of Jesus risen from the dead? Is it sure of 
itself and its own identity, sure of its mission, 
full of peace and power and intense joy? Does it 
hold onto the living waters from which the tired 
and thirsty can drink unto salvation? __ 


IF THE ANSWERS to all those questions can 
be a resounding, enthusiastic ‘‘Yes,’’ then 
Jesus Christ lives upon this campus, his 
presence fills it. If this university continues to 
seek to extend the reign of Christ among men, 
if it reaches out to catch the fire from the heart 
of God and let it consume in its burning, 
cleansing, healing, and transforming flames 
the people on this campus and the people it 
touches off this campus, then God is not dead 
here. He is gloriously, manifestly alive. 


But does this university do all these things? 
It is my conviction that it tries. | think that 
today this is what the university continues to be 
all about. 


_ | HOPE IT IS, for once that original purpose 
ceases to activate this place of learning, once 
the extension of the kingdom of God’s love, the 
inspirational motor of our foundress’ life and 
work and the sole reason for the founding of our 
Society—once that concern is no longer our 
paramount concern—the university has died. It 
is dead. Then the changes have made us 
unrecognizable, then and then only we will no 
longer want to be identified with it. Then and 
then only it will no longer command our lives 
and love and service. 


BUT THAT DAY IS not now. God grant that 
it will never be. As long-as we continue to have 
the kind of administrators we have, the kind of 
faculty we have, and the kind of students who 
elect to come to us, then the university of the 
past will be in the present and in the future. 


But how can we keep the university radiantly 
Catholic, holding onto Christian values in an 
increasingly unchristian, non-Christian world? 
Let me repeat a story | have sometimes shared 
with my students and friends. 


THERE WAS ONCE a rabbi known for his 
ability to read the minds of his disciples. One of 
these disciples resented the rabbinical insight 


and determined to test it, hoping to prove that 
the rabbi was a fake. He said to himself. 


‘1 will get a bird, put it in my hand behind 
my back, and go to the rabbi and say, ‘Rabbi, | 
have a bird. Is it alive or dead?’ If the rabbi 
says it is alive, | will crush it in my hand. If he 
says it is dead, | shall open my hand, and the 
bird will fly out. In either case. | shall have 
proved the rabbi wrong.’’ So the disciple did. 
He found a bird, put it in his hand behind his 
back, went to the rabbi, and said, ‘Rabbi, | 
have.a bird. Is it alive or deade’’ 


The rabbi looked at him steadily and 
penetratingly, then slowly said, ‘’Whichever 
you will. Whichever you will.’’ 


AND SO JESUS CHRIST will continue to live 
on this campus if keeping him here among us 
remains in our will, your will. We need you, 
want your help, your love and loyalty as we go 
on together into our next quarter of a century. 
Will you continue to help the university be 
faithful to its trust? Will you join us in fulfilling 
our God-given mission? Will you be with us as 
we enter- into a new ‘‘communion with 
becoming’’2 


We feel that we have embarked upon. an 
exciting journey into an unknown future, but 
we recognize that the sacred trust, the noble 
mission that is ours, the long journey ahead 
rest in frail hands, fallible minds, in hearts that 
live by faith and not by sight. We realize only 
too well that we can lose our treasure, let drop 
our trust, take wrong turnings, and find 
ourselves on roads that lead nowhere. 


Be with us as we seek together new ways to 
call down fire from the heart of. Christ, as we 
seek to plunge the universe into a new 
awareness of the immense designs and love of 
God for men, for their happiness and 
fulfillment here as well as in the eternal now 
where the lamb is the lamp of the city of God. |

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Celibacy formation guidelines |

WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The formation of seminarians 
for a celibate priesthood 
requires a full recognition of 
today’s psychological in- 
sights, according to a new 
document sent by the Vati- 


-can to the world’s bishops. 


The 80-page document 
from the Vatican’s Congre- 
gation for Catholic Educa- 
tion, which is being reprinted 
by the U.S. Catholic Confer- 


, ence here, gives guidelines 
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for bishops and those in 
charge of seminaries to 
follow in preparing priest- 
hood candidates for a celi- 
bate life. 


IN A COVERING letter 
accompanying the document, 
Cardinal Gabriel Garrone, 
prefect of the Vatican con- 
gregation, said the principal 
purpose of the document is to 
set forth ‘anew and in a way 
more suited to the men of our 
time the fundamental rea- 
sons for sacred celibacy,’’ in 
accordance with a directive 


~ issued by Pope Paul VI in his 


1967 encyclical letter on 


priestly celibacy. 


Although the new instruc- 
tion emphasizes the need for 
an integrated development of 
psychological and emotional 
maturity, it also stresses that 
celibacy ‘transcends the 
natural order. It involves a 
total personal commitment. 
It cannot be maintained 
except with God’s grace.’’ 


Like the matrimonial state, 


(32nd SEASON) 


the document says, a life of 
celibacy demands personal 
sexual maturity. 


‘““SEXUALITY must be 


considered as a determining - 


factor in the maturing of the 
personality,’’ it says. ‘‘Sex- 
ual maturity represents a 
vital step in the attainment of 
psychological adulthood.... 
The intrinsic worth of sex 
must be seen and accepted 
as having a proper place in 
the scale of values, a place 
that is important as an 
‘element of expression’ and 
as ‘an integrating factor.’ ’’ 


There are two basic stages 
in sexual development, ac- 
cording to the document: 

“In order to talk about a 
person as mature, his sexuai 
instinct must have overcome 
two immature tendencies, 
narcissism (self-love) and 
homosexuality, and must 
have arrived at heterosexual- 
ity. This is the first step in 
sexual development, but a 
second step is also neces- 
sary, namely ‘love’ must: be 
seen as a gift and not a form 
of selfishness.”’ 


AMONG THE dangers to 
celibacy today, the Vatican 
document says, are a low 
esteem of celibacy in-modern 
society, ‘‘today’s widely 
promiscuous environment,” 
and a view that ‘‘celibacy 
interferes to some degree 
with the priest’s mission to 
the poor and downtrodden.”

celibacy involves a recogni- 
tion that priestly celibacy ‘‘is 
not simply to be identified 
with remaining unmarried or 
with sexual continence; It is a 
renunciation of three natural 
tendencies: genital function, 
conjugal love, and natural 
fatherhood, made ‘for the 
love of the kingdom of 
heaven.’ 

“To be a genuine and 
sincere witness to religious 
values, it can never be a 


‘negation of, or a flight from 


sex, but rather it must be the 
sublimation of sexuality.”’ 
CELIBACY MUST be un- 
derstood as a positive ‘‘val- 
ue, a grace, a charism’’ if it 


“is to be ‘‘appreciated, chosen 


and genuinely lived,’’ the 
document says. 


“The Church has deep 
reasons for demanding celi- 
bacy of her priests,” the 
document asserts. ‘‘They are 
founded on the priest’s imita- 
tion of Christ, on his role as 


‘representative of Christ, 


head and leader of the 
community, on his availabil- 
ity for service which is 
indispensable for the con- 
stant building up of the 
Church.’
